2005 Senate Bill 640 revises the standards for licensing, testing, and regulating driver education
schools and driver education instructors.

Under the current law relating to driver education schools, all driver training cars used by the
school must be identified by a sign on the rear of the vehicle stating that it is a driver school vehicle.
[s. 343.72 (10), Stats.]

Senate Amendment 1 to the bill changes “on the rear of the vehicle” to “visible to other
vehicles from behind.” With this amendment, the provision will read: “All driver training cars used by
the school must be identified by a sign visible to other vehicles from behind stating that the vehicle is a
driver school vehicle.”

Leqgislative History

On April 21, 2006, the Senate Committee on Natural Resources and Transportation, in executive
session, voted to adopt Senate Amendment 1 (offered by Senator Lazich) to the bill on a vote of Ayes, 5;
Noes, 0. The committee then voted to recommend passage of the bill, as amended, on a vote of Ayes, 5;
Noes, 0.
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
